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Continuation of (3): Applicant has amended the independent claims to include a limitation not previously present in any iteration of the 
claims. This would require a new search and further consideration if the claims were entered as amended. 

However, if the claims were to be entered as amended, then the claims would be rejected under 35 (JSC 1 12, first paragraph, as the 
specification does not reasonably provide enablement for assigning a single-use URL independent of an intended recipient. In fact, the 
specification contradicts that limitation, as it is readily apparent that in all embodiments of the instant invention the single-use URL is 
created as a direct response to a request by the intended user for a document (see Figure 5, and page 20, line 10 - page 23, line 20). 
Note additionally that the the step of creating a single-use URL necessarily includes notifying the intended user of the URL (page 22, 
lines 13-20) and such a step can by no means be reasonably construed as "independent of the intended recipient". Further, in 
embodiments where authentication of the user is made (see step 52 of Figure 5), it is inherent to the basic idea of authentication that a 
web server or firewall performing such a service must be able to identify a user so as to determine whether said user is authorized to 
retrieve a document. Also note that the internet appliance can use FTP to access the URL in accordance with standard techniques (page 
26, lines 21-22). FTP is well known in the art as requiring the use of a user ID as a prerequisite for accessing files, and thus would not 
be independent of the intended recipient. 

It should also be noted that as the specification does not place any limitations as to whether the body of the URL contains an identifier for 
the user, any amended claim adding such a limitation would also be rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for reasons similar to 
those disclosed above. 

Examiner respectfully maintains that the disclosed invention is unpatentable. 
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
